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Percell surrenders 


‘Candieiight Walk’ 
Sunday, Dec. 18 


in Vermont, Tuesday 


Officers have been pursuing Jeffrey Percell since 
the end of that week. 

The si'pervisor of the correctional center in 
Vermont, where vhe male who identified himself 
as Percell was taken following his arrest there, 
said that the suspect was born Jan. 25, 1958, was 
5’10,” weighed 190 pounds, had red hair and gave 
his address as Sierra Madre, Calif. 91024. 

Sgt. Ike Aguilar and Investigator Randy Huni- 
cutt of the Los Angeles Sheriffs Homicide Depart¬ 
ment were to leave at midnight Tuesday to identify 
the suspect. 

If the suspect waives extradition, and Aguilar 
expects him to do that, the two officers planned to 
bring the suspect back to Los Angeles Wednesday. 

If the suspect who identified himself as Percell 
is actually Percell, he will undoubtedly stand trial 
for the murder of Doris Alice and John Henry Percell. 


A man who identified himself as Jeffrey Ste¬ 
phen Percell walked into the Burlington, Vt. Police 
Station Tuesday morning, Dec. 13, 10:50 a.m. 
Eastern Time, and said he was wanted in California. 

According to Sgt. Ed LaRock of the Bur.ing- 
ton Police Department, the male gave the police 
his driver’s license, they ran a computer check on 
him and found that Percell was wanted on a no¬ 
bail warrant in California on two counts of homi¬ 
cide, for the murders of his mother and father, 
Doris Alice and John Henry Percell, both of Sierra 
Madre. 

The Percells were found slain in their home 
on Liliano Wednesday, Nov. 16, by Sierra Madre 
Police Sgt. Larry Lutzow and Officer Rosie Sunder¬ 
land after Mr. Percell’s employer tipped off the local 
department that Percell had not shown up for work 
for two days.

Six juvenile males between the ages of 14 and 
17 have been arrested on a charge of defacing 
property with graffiti in downtown Sierra Madre, 
according to Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts.

“We’re interested in getting disposition not 
only to resolve the problem of these individuals 
apprehended but also to give a clear message to 
other youth so inclined that this is not acceptable 
activity and will not be tolerated,” Betts told The 
News. 

The police are investigating continuing disposi¬ 
tion pending and disposition includes juvenile court 
filings that encompass restitution, community ser¬ 
vice and counseling. The maximum results could be 
any combination of those, Betts said. 

"A common denominator is congrega¬ 
tion in Memorial Park,” Betts reported. 

It has been a slow process and we have worked 
several weeks to apprehend these juveniles,” he 
added. 

Everyone in the Sierra Madre Police Depart¬ 
ment worked on the case with Officer John Cor- 
dischi and Sgt. Wayne Bailey actually winding it up.

Editorial for kids 


We have to admit that we’re a little 
worried about Santa Claus during these 
Santa Ana winds. 

When he rides the sky Christmas 
Eve he needs a settled calm. No wild 
Santa Anas blowing from the desert. 

What is this phenomenon called 
the Santa Ana winds? They are known 


• There are many stories going around town 
about how I hurt my foot. 

One story says I kicked a would-be purse- 
snatcher all the way across Kersting Court. 
Another story relates how I protected a small 
dog by kicking a coyote all the way up 
Baldwin.'Still another story I’ve heard des¬ 
cribes how angry I got in traffic on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. the other evening so I simplv 
kicked in the side of a car that had been tail¬ 


as “desert” winds but this is not an 
accurate description. 

It is known scientifically that these 
winds are caused by a high pressure 
area over the great basin between the 
Sierra and Rocky Mountain ranges and 
a low pressure area through the south¬ 
west. Air rushing from the high pressure 
area to the low pressure area cuts 
through the mountain passes at velo¬ 
cities recorded at times over 80 mph. 

As this superdry air roars through 
mountain passes spills into the valleys 
and across the ridges of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, it draws moisture from every 
plant, brush, roof, building and object 
it passes. Along with the extreme fire 
danger created by the acutely low 
humidity and high winds. The Santa 
Ana winds also choke the air with sand 
and dust. This not only brings dis¬ 


comfort to residents and damages the 
fruit and vegetable crops but it often 
endangers small sailing craft in coastal 
waters. 

We’ve checked our trusty long- 
range forecaster and we read that Santa 
Ana winds will hold off between Dec. 
23 and Dec. 26. 

Santa, you’re safe. Enjoy your 
merry ride, depositing gifts for all the 
children on your route. And don’t for¬ 
get our house. 
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These stories are not true. 

What really happened is quite boring but 
since you’ve all been asking... 

I was rushing 90 mph trying to get to an 
appointment on time Thursday morning and 
my left foot missed a stairstep. I heard a crack 
and felt a hot stab of pain. I couldn’t put 
weight on that foot, so I asked someone to 
summon George Maurer, our print foreman 
who was formerly an EMT with the Ftre De¬ 
partment. George and Tony Rodriguez (our 
pressman) came rushing and George said, yes, 
it looked like a break. They whipped me out 
to the car and George and I went to emergency 
at Methodist Hospital. 

After X-rays and lots of TLC, the doc¬ 
tors told me I had a weird looking foot and 
said there was probably a hair-line fracture in 
the sprained foot. Stay off the foot, keep it 
wrapped and encased in ice for 72 hours. 
SEVENTY-TWO HOURS? 

They gave me crutches. CRUTCHES? 
And lectured me on how important it was to 
do as they say. They not only gave me 
crutches, they put a funny-looking bright blue 
plastic cover on my foot. I asked if I could 
use it as a shower cap later. The nurse laughed 
and handed me two more. 

Probably the low point was Friday morn¬ 
ing when I had to ask Tony to come pick - 
me up. I had been practicing getting in and out 
of the car so when Tony tried to help me, 1 
said, “No, I c^ do it myself’just like a 
3-year-old child. 

I propped the crutches on the side of the 
car, and promptly tried to show off how I 
could swing my legs into the car. I forgot 
my head. I’m sure there’s a dent in the car where 
my head banged against it. I had a head¬ 
ache all day. And a foot ache. And by now 
every muscle ached, probably because of the 
fall. I was a mess. 

SEVENTY-TWO HOURS? I couldn’t be- 
live it. I dutifully accepted the crutches, 
and. I sat in a walker with a seat all day 
Friday. 

The News office was wild that day. I 
couldn’t walk so I couldn’t swat them when 
they were bad. John Selbak composed signs 
that read, “Caution. Jan Crossing.’’ And I 
discovered how awful it was to have to ask 
for a drink of water. 

And on Friday George asked for “carrying 
charges" to be added to his paycheck since 
he did have to carry me on two occasions. 

Thirty hours later I massaged my foot 
gently until it began to work properly. By 
Saturday morning 1 had retired the crutches 
and the walker with a seat. I was hobbling 
and it was wonderful. 

How grateful I am to be mobile. Every¬ 
one should try crutches for a half day just 
to appreciate how great it is to MOVE. And 
how difficult it must be to be trapped in a 
wheelchair for any length of time. It takes a 
great person .. .

Drenk obviously had his hands full as the snake 
wound itself around Drenk’s body. One can readily 
see why Drenk takes the snake out of its cage 
only once a month. 


It’s an old snake, Drenk explains, about 22- 
23 years. Burmese pythons don’t live much beyond 
that age in captivity. Drenk purchased Cuddles 
15 years ago for $50 and keeps the reptile in 
a large cage, almost as big as his bachelor apart- 
— six feet wide, five feet tall, made in two 
layers so the snake has water and branches at its 
disposal. He keeps the snake in the cage most 
of the time because it tends to break up things 
in the apartment, “knocking furniture around,” 
Drenk laughs, shaking his head. 

The snake has one blind eye which doesn’t 
seem to deter it. 

“He sleeps pretty close to me and loves the 
heat lamp-. He enjoys slinking in the warm grass on 
a day like this,” Drenk explained.
